Just at the moment when I 
pulled tho trigger, the hawk, which 
was also out banting, had swooped 
down upon the thrush, and In con- 
sequence the one shot had struck both 
buds.

hands of any of his courtiers 
It may 


bo a jewel sot in some cuilous way, or 
a cano made of rare wood, or peihaps 
a fantastic watch. No matter what it 
is, or who is the owner, his Majesty 
will show such an intense desire to 
possess it, that finally tho object is of- 
foiod to him, and, needless to add, it 
is always replaced by a present of 
double or triple its value 
One day, 


when a waim conversation was going 
on in his presence as to tho best form 
of monarchy, ho expressed himself as 
follows- "Gentlemen, tho best of all 
monaichios is tho one where the King 
is felt everywhere without being ob- 
seived " "And tho best form of a 
republic?'' asked a certain Ambassador. 
"It is that ono," was tho reply, 
•where, as in America, tho genius of 
tho people has so deeply poneUatod 
every fiber of tho social fabric, that no 
place remains for a King."—Cor Boa- 
ton Advertiser.

Why They May He Called the Tyrants and 


Assassins of tho Garden. 


Spiders are tho most murderous ani- 


mals in creation. They have nets and 
traps, caves, fangs, hooks and poison, 
bags—all the paraphernalia, in fact, 
of robbers and assassins. When a 
spider attacks a. hapless fly ho plunges 
his two horiid fangs downward into it, 
pouring out his poison into tho wound, 
whereby ho soon kills his miserable 
victim. That this poison is a powci- 
f ul acid is proved by its power of tuin- 
ing litmus paper red for a considerable 
distance round tho place stiuek 
Tho 


fangs shut up like the blade of a knife 
into its case when not used or i equlrod, 
and 
open 
and 
erect themselves 


when tho cioaturo is saving and 
wints 
to 
use 
them. 
His eight 


oyes are like globes of 
polished 


diamond, and cunously follow the ne- 
cessities of his situation. When the 
creatuio lives at the end of long tubes 
or underground, they nro clustered 
forward on his forheod, foi then he 
not only wants to look straight before 
him, but to look before him intently, 
when ho lives in short tubes, termi- 
nated by a large web exposed to the 
open air, they are moie sopaiatcd, 
and give him a wider range, when he 
lives in tho center of an open web they 
aie more divergent still, and set iu 
slight prominences so as to have a 
freer axis, and when ho is of tho wan- 
dering tribe, they are scattered ao that 
ho can see every way and all tound at 
once. The nocturnal species have no 
dark pigment liko tho rest, but have, 
instead, a curtain which reflects » 
brilliant motalic cluster, so that their 
oyes shine liko cat's eyes in tho daik 


Spider's wobs aie made of two kinds 


of Bilk; tho ono forming tho cables and 
radii, simple and innocuous, tho other 
forming tho concentric 
or special 


threads, closely studded with minute 
globules of fluid-like small diops of 
dew. These globules are intensely 
viscid, and by them alone is retained 
the fly, and oven the bee. tho gnat, and 
tho pretty little moth. A fat old spider, 
basking half asleep in tho middle of 
his treacherous not, yet never so asleep 
ne not to be on the alert if but tho wind 
shakes its moorings too roughly, is 
more like one of Banyan's giants than 
any thing else; he is the tyrant of the 
garden, tho butcher, the assassin, tho 
oppressor of tho weak, the wily cir- 
cumventer of the strong. 
He gives no 


quarter, and deserves none, for after 
ho has gorged himself with tho fat of 
his thousands, he haply falls a picy to 
some tyrant over him, and so the 
whole circle is complete, from the 
center to the circumference.—Phila- 
delphia Call

Cattle in Quarantine. 


Dr. J. F, Beid, assistant state veterina- 


rian, and John G. Imboden returned last 
evening from a trip to Niantio township, 
where they learned that Thomas White- 
sides, who brought the Texas fever to 
this county, had disposed of a second 
herd of southern cattle ho had bought at 
West Point, Clay county, Mississippi. In 
June Whitesides scld 30 head to Allen 
Tolberd, his brother-in-law, who resides 
three miles southvest of Niantic. He 
unloaded 32 of tlie same lot at Blue 
Mound and drove them to the Tolberd 
place. Abraham Gcpford, a butcher at 
Niantic, bought nine head, George Bush, 
a farmer, bought two, W. H. Thompson 
one, and one to John Nicholson, All of 
the southern cattle in this vicinity have 
been isolated and everything possible 
done by Dr. Keid to prevent further inoc- 
ulation of native cattle. Tolberd had 25 
native cattle in the pactnre with the 
southern cattle, but none show any signs 
yet of having contracted tlio deadly fever. 
The exposure caused by the carelessness 
or recklessness of Whitesides has been 
extensive through the western part of 
the county,and time only will demonstrate 
how many native cattle have been inocu- 
lated. Whitesides cannot be found. He 
has been absent from the county several 
weeks. There have been no more deaths 
among the Imboden cattle.

SPEECH BY MB. LBB. 


The business of the session having 


been disposed of, Attorney Thomas Lee 
was called out to address the meeting, 
and he did so in his customary happy 
vein, speaking of the benefits of complete 
organization and the bright prospects for 
the Bepublioan ticket.

America as a great country, made so by 
the Republican party.

Mr. Lee spoke of the privileges and luxu- 
ries the workingmen enjoy in America, 
and of the destitution prevailing in for- 
eign countries. He also read a compari- 
son of wages paid in the old countries 
and in America, showing conclusively 
that it is utterly impossible for our labor- 
ing classes to compete with the pauper 
labor of. Europe—men who work for a 
pittance to keep life in their bodies. Why 
not look to our own interests? You 
can't g'et an American hog into Germany. 
She has a protective tariff and so have 
England and France. Cleveland recom- 
mends that we shall do the bidding of 
England—adopt free trade just to give 
her a market. We will not do that. (Ap- 
plause) No Irishman who has taken the 
oath ot allegiance in America and recalls 
the sufferings and privations ot his coun- 
trymen in Ireland ought to vote the Brit- 
ish ticket. The concluding portion of tho 
extemporaneous address was an appeal 
to nil who favor American prosperity to 
vote for Harrison and Morton, tho 
speaker being enthusiaatically cheered as 
he took his seat.

The Newspaper Revolution. 


From the Rockford (III) Register J 


" The era of cumbrous blanket sheets seems coming to an i nd, and newspapers like tfic Ntw York iam in I Fun 


CHICAGO DAILY NEWS are the prominent journalistic successes of the period. The papers that give enough reading matter 
to fill a good volume in eacli daily issue are going out of favor vrth many people who have some oilier cmploym nt for 
their time than the search through mountains of straw for kernels of news. The sheets that give the news system itically 
.and amply, and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in tlie great cities " 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly, many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit, and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event. Suddenly there 
came a change The railroad and the telegraph 
superseded old methods, and the newspaper was 
literally flooded with news.
